; bat, if applied to British Colombia, 
it - bot a very feint description indeed 
of the actual magnificence and grandeor 
of the’scenery presented to the eye of the 
tourist, from one end of this Province to 
the other, Talk of besutiful lakes—Oo- 
tario may sarpass. us in the size of her 
lakes, but peither io nomber nor in beauty 
of surroundings can the lakes of that 
Province compare with those of British 
Columbia, “We have no waterfalls thet 
can compare with Niagara ip respect ol 
the:vastpess of the body of water which 
constitutes that mighty cataract, but 
there-are nombers of cataracts in this 
Province. which in extent of fall would 
measure as many fect as Niagara does 
inehes—nor sre they simply geotle cas- 
cades, rippling down the mountsin sides, 
but-vest volumes of water pouring in an 
unbrokep stream over precipices two thou 
sand feet bigh aod mingling with the 
ocean beneath.
